Hasenstab 
and Flick, to start Branches outside 
the N. F. S. D. In St. Louis Rev. 
Cloud and Mr. Steidemann could 
change their Public Opinion Club to 
a Public Opinion Bratich of the N, 
A. D. In Gallaudet College every 
student ought to become a member 
of the Gallaudet College Branch of 
the N. A. D. They are old enough. 
They need not wait until next year 
or the year after or until ^hey gra- 
duAte. The road to hell is paved 
with good intentions for to-morrow. 
Do it NOW. 

I saw one thing in the Journal 
that I did not like. It was that 
Rev. Smielau said that he was not 
given a chance to address the con- 
vention at Cleveland.

A eoinm anient ion from \> ii'^iiiriK- 
ton, D. C, contains the sad intfl- 
liKeuce of tbe death, on Saturday 
evening, Novemh^r Hfli, af bin 
home, the Portner, of R*v. John 
White ChielierInK, for many years 
profeaeor of natural science at Gal- 
laadet College, and prominent in 
scientiflc circips 6( Washington, 

Prof. Chickering was Iwirn in 
Bolton, Mass .'September 11, 1831. 

He graduated from Bowdoin 
Ck>llege and Ban.'or The<j]ogicai 
Seminary, and was ordained in the 
Cougregatiouai ministry iu 1859. 
He was pastor of several New Eng- 
land churches, and went to Wash 
iDgton in 1870 and devoted bisatten 
tlon mainly to articulation and lip- 
reading, giving Instruction in thfse 
branches In the Primary Depart 
ment of the Colamhia Institution 
for tbt) Deaf as well as in tbe College. 
Sahaeqaently be took the chair of 
natural science in Gallaodet Colleg*^. 

He has l>een a lecturer and a 
contributor to many newspapers 
and scientific journals, and was a 
fellow of the A. A. A, S., a member 
of tbe American Social Science 
Association, the Washington Acad- 
emy of S<!ience and the Appalachian 
Cinb. 

Prof. Chickering was eighty -three 
years old. Funr-ral services were 
held Tuesday afternoon, at two 
o'clock, from Mt. Pl«a«ant Congre- 
gational Church, the Rev. Jc^sepb 
Kelly olBcialing, Inlerment was 
in Rock Creek Cemetery,

Another first cla-ss idea has come, 
comet like, and landed in the .sanc- 
tum sanctorium of the President of 
the National A.s30ciation, This idea 
originated in the foliage of the Nor- 
way Pine, who presides over the des- 
tinies of the Minnesota Association 
for the Deaf, Mr. Victor R. Spence, 
none other. Mr. Spence is a new 
member, one of the five your Presi- 
dent roped in. He is tbe right kind, 
too; we want more such memljers. 
He writes: 

"Say, what do yon think of giv- 
ing each member of the Board of 
Directors (of the Minnesota School) 
and other persons interested, a year's 
subscription to the Dfap-Mutfs' 
Journal. What is the use of writ- 
ing to the Journal and hammering 
the Orali.sts when, the paper never 
reaches any one except the deaf them- 
selves ? 

" The Volta Bureau does not care a 
rap about sending literature to the 
deaf. They send their "stuff" to 
the members of the Board of Direc- 
tors, -the parents of deaf children and 
those in authority. If the National 
Association intends to keep Thk 
Journal alive with good articles, it 
would be a very excellent idea for the 
deaf of each State to furnish the 
members of their School Board with 
the paper. It seems to me that this 
plan would be much cheaper than to 
print pamphlets, and would be more 
effective, too." 

Another one of those five memV>er8 
above reterred to, Miss Fandrem, 
suggested that pains be taken to 
mark the articles that the members 
of the several Boards should read, so 
that they would not flounder in the 
maze of local items that appear in 
Thb Journal. 

A motion has been made that the 
Executive Committee of The Minne- 
soU Association of tbe Deaf author- 
ize the President to subscril)e for 
the required number of copies of 
Thb Journal. That they be sent to 
him in one package, and that he look 
them through and mark what he 
thinks the Board should read and 
then re-mail them to each member. 

We believe that this is a sugges- 
tion that other State Associations 
should take up and act upon. It is 
the hope of the present administra- 
tion of the National Association 
that enough State A.s80ciations will 
signify their willingness to act in 
accord with the National Associa- 
tion to make it feasible to have a 
State Association Section of the Na- 
tional Association. Our idea is to 
set aside half a day for delegates 
from Sute Associations to get to- 
gether and discuss questions pertain- 
ing exclusively to such Association.s. 
The Section could have its own or- 
ganization and elect Its own officers. 
We trust that as soon as the State 
Associations hold their next Con- 
ventions they will take action to 
work in accord with the National 
Association, even though all of their 
mem iMjrs cannot be induced to join 
the National A-ssociation.

This fortunate fHCt will soon 
make this nation foremost in the 
world, and will serve to increase its 
U'reat commerce with other natirtns.

Nov. 8, 1913.— 27ie Kentucky 
Standard in its issue of October 23, 
had this : 

"An illustration of how the 
Board of Control system of govern- 
ing State Educational Institutions 
works out in practice, is afforded at 
the Ohio School for the Deaf where 
a numtier of convicts from the State 
penitentiary are assigned to work 
about the place." 

Wo will contend with ii, as to the 
influence such a doing has upon an 
educational school, but give here a 
few reasons, when the men were 
and ar-e employed not only at this 
school, but at other State Institu- 
tions as well. The public demand- 
ed that the contract system be abol- 
ished mostly thr-ongh trades unions, 
or labor unions, to be more explicit. 
The State Legislature heeded the 
demands by passiutr a law to that 
effect. When the law was in full 
force, about 1600 men, including 
thirty or forty women, were nearly 
all thrown into idlenes.s. It oost the 
State for 1912, net $237,636.80 
lliMice it readily can be seen provi- 
sions were necessary to give employ- 
ment to the prisoners to relie've the 
montony of idlene.'«s and its baneful 
effects and at the same time recom- 
pense the State paitially at least lor 
the large outlay for their mainten 
aiice. The Slate Board of Admin- 
istration has under its care eigiiteen 
institution, with a daily average 
population of 20,112 to pr-ovido for, 
and the cost for 1913 was $3,325,- 
850.00 and for 1914, it will be $3,- 
416,000.00. Repairs and improve- 
ments aie going on almost at all 
limes in these institutions, and the 
expenditures for them foot np a 
large sum annually, of which must 
come out of the pockets of the tax 
payers. [lence, it is certainly rea- 
sonable that with so marry idle men 
on its hands wlrorn it rnusl feed and 
clothe, that the state should use 
thorn where it is possible to reduce 
its expenses. The men sent to in- 
stitutions are all honor men, and 
some whose time of service will soon 
Ire out. Some work on farms in con- 
nection with the State Hospitals for 
the Insane, arrd some have lioen em- 
ployed at the School for Blind and 
School for Deaf. Il was mostly 
from these tliat the new Greerr- 
honse addition was built, a cement 
walk put down ai>ound the whole 
of tlie old bindery birilding. A [rait 
of tire poultry house was built by 
them, and a great deal of other 
work done that would have cost llu' 
Stale coiisiileiable had ovrtside labor 
been employed. Most of these im- 
provements were made during va- 
cation, while the pupils were at their 
homes. 

The matter of employing these 
men as they have been should not 
Ire depreciated For is it not iir the 
uplift of hamanity. "Let him who 
is without siir thr-ow the first stone."
